The benefits of community plans 
ahead of new highway construc­ 
tion 
were emphasized 
W’ednes- 
day evening at the fourth semi­ 
nary 
session 
on 
"Community 
Planning” 
at 
the

school building here. About 60 at­ 
tended. 
Dr. John C. Frey, professor of 
agricultural economics at Penn 
State University, spoke for the 
first half of the session on "The 
Impact of 
Highways on 
Com­ 
munity Life" and the latter part 
of the evening was devoted to 
questions. 
Dr. Frey cited the benefits of 
community planning in the area 
of now highways, particularly for 
the development of areas around 
the interchanges. 
"Planning at interchange areas 
is not for the purpose of keeping 
businesses out but to insure that 
they be well placed, that they 
fit and work together and have an 
opportunity in the long run to 
make a profit.” the speaker said.

Seek Standard On Testing 
Speech HearingOf Kiddies

Editor's note: There are ex­ 
cellent hearing tests for adults 
but they don’t seem to work too 
well for very young children, 
say Penn State University re­ 
searchers who are working on 
the problem.

STATE COLLEGE. Pa. (AP) 
— Ifs 
fairly 
simple 
to test 
speech hearing in oldeT children 
and adults but sometimes ifs 
quite difficult to do so with 
those under eight. 
Two 
Penn 
State University 
professors, with the help of 300 
area youngsters, are trying to 
solve this problem by develop­ 
ing tests that can be 
made 
standard throughout the coun­ 
try. 
TIP-DIP TEST 
They call them the Tip and 
Dip tests, from their long tech­ 
nical titles. The Tip test meas­ 
ures speech reception threshold 
and 
the 
Dip tests 
measures 
speech discrimination. 
Why is it a problem to meas­ 
ure speech hearing in children 
ranging in age from three to 
eight years old? For one thing, 
they may be afraid in clinical 
situations or unable to give in­ 
telligible oral responses to all 
test items. 
Then, too, ifs no easy task to 
find test materials appropriate 
for this age level which have 
adequate acoustic and phonetic 
features. 
STARTS PROJECT 
Rruce M. Siegenthaler, direc­ 
tor of the university's speech 
and hearing clinic and professor 
of clinical speech and audiology, 
initiated the project. His right- 
hand man is George Ilaspiel, as­ 
sistant professor of audiology 
and assistant clinic director. 
Their assistants will be IOO 
preschoolers and some 200 first, 
second and third graders from 
the State College area elemen­ 
tary 
ami 
parochial 
schools 
whose intelligence and hearing 
are considered normal. 
Why measure speech hearing 
in young children? 
PERIO DIC TESTS 
Because good educational pol­ 
icy requires that each child be 
given adequate opportunity to 
develop his fullest potential. The 
widespread practices of giving 


periodic hearing tests to school 
children, follow - up otological 
and 
audiological 
procedures, 
special 
educational 
programs 
for the hard-of-hearing child and 
schools for the deaf testify to 
the generally recognized need 
for giving special attention to 
the child with a hearing loss, 
Siegenthaler says. 
Ifs the clinical audiologist, he 
explained, who’s generally re­ 
sponsible for detecting educa­ 
tional 
placement 
and 
other 
problems posed by hearing dis­ 
orders. He needs good tools to 
do his job. 
In developing the tests, the re ­ 
searchers are keeping in mind 
that the little ones they will be 
testing have a short attention 
span and need highly motivating 
materials within their realm of 
experience. 
COLORED PICTURES 
Colored pictures of k^ys, kites 
lambs, apples balls and the like 
have proved most efficient so 
far. But they’re no t all pack­ 
aged 
and readily available to 
audiol o g i sts 
throughout 
the 
country and what’s more, they 
have 
not 
been 
standardized 
through clinical research with 
more normal children. 
The 
cooperative 
research 
branch of the U.S. Office of E d­ 
ucation and the university are 
underwriting the two-year proj­ 
ect 
and 
State 
College 
area 
school administrators are coop­ 
erating with the researchers, 
opening 
their 
records 
for 
a 
search oi good potential sub­ 
jects. 
When the list is complete, p a r­ 
ents will be contacted for per­ 
mission to allow their children 
to participate in the project. The 
work will not be done during 
school hours but will be sched­ 
uled for late afternoon and e a r­ 
ly evenine appointments during 
the week and for Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons. 
Transportation for each child 
and his mother will be provided 
to and from the speech and 
hearing clinic. Each child will 
have a medical examination of 
the ears followed by two sepa­ 
rate experimental hearing test 
sessions. 
“ The volunteers should bene­ 
fit from the examination and 
tests and we certainly will ben­ 
efit from their cooperation,” the 
researchers emphasized.

PA. EDUCATION 
COSTS BILLION 


H A RRISBU R G 
IA P ) — The 
cost of operating Pennsylvania’s 
public schools now runs over 
one billion dollars a year, it was 
reported here Wednesday. 
A governor’s school finance 
survey found that state and local 
governments spent $1,040,029,446 
on education during the 1962-63 
fiscal year. 
The compilation showed that 
public education costs increased 
12 per cent since 1960-61, the 
last previous year for which a 
report was prepared. 
No figures were available for 
1963-64, but it is more than like­ 
ly that the billion dollar mark 
was reached in view of rising 
education costs over the past 
years. 
In 1962-63. the average current 
expense per pupil was $403, up 
from $380 since 1960-61. Current 
expense per leaching unit (22 
high school or 30 elementary 
school pupils) was $11,558, up 
from $10,816.

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FORD FACING 
STRIKE 
NOVEMBER 6TH

DETROIT (AP) - Ford Mo­ 
tor Co. was threatened today 
with a crippling strike, just as 
General Motors Corp. got its 
fifth assembly plant going again 
after a 31-day nationwide walk­ 
out by the United Auto Workers 
Union. 


The UAW set a strike deadline 
Wednesday of IO a.m. Nov. 6 for 
its 
bargaining 
units 
at 
Ford 
which lack at-the-plant working 
agreements to supplement the 
newly 
negotiated 
Ford-UAW 
national contract. 
Ford figures that 23 of its 90 
UAW’ bargaining units lack such 
agreements. 
Strikes 
by 
them 
would involve, 
among others, 
nine Ford assembly plants and 
three key stamping plants. 
General Motors still is hob­ 
bled by similar local-level stop­ 
pages. 


LOCAL ISSU ES 


The UAW called off a national 
strike against GM last Sunday, 
but authorized units wthout at- 
the-plant agreements to remain 
out until local issues are re­ 
solved. 
Of GM’s 130 UAM’ bargaining 
units 
28 
lacked 
agreements 
then. Twenty-one still do, and 18 
of 23 assembly plants still are 
shut. 
In striking GM Sept. 25, the 
UAW permitted members work­ 
ing in plants that sell parts to 
Chrysler Corp. and Ford to stay 
on the job. thus keeping GM’s 
chief competitors in operation. 
When 
national 
contract 
ac­ 
cord was reached Oct. 5, the 
UAW made return to work con­ 
tingent upon wrapping up all

Not all have been able to do 
so. because some operate as­ 
sembly plants where companion 
body supplying plants are down, 
or vice versa.

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CHURCH ORDERS 
FULL SECRECY 
ON NEW DEBATE

siding officers at the Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 
have

dered full secrecy for the Ro­ 
man Catholic assembly’s debate 
of “ the more delicate” modern 
world problems, presumably in­ 
cluding birth control. 
Before reaching the heart of 
debate on current world prob­ 
lems. the council first honored 
the late Pope John X X III, who 
called the council to attune Ro­ 
man Catholicism with modern 
times. 


MODERN MATTERS 


The more than 2,000 council 
fathers 
were 
told 
to discuss 
modern world matters only in 
writing, not in oral speeches on 
the council floor in St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 
Although the council delibera­ 
tions are closed, press spokes­ 
men give briefings each day on 
the speeches. 
The move to restrict 
public 
disclosure on the council activ­ 
ity came as the 
assembly 
of 
Roman Catholic prelates began 
debate 
on 
specific 
points 
in 
their schema on “ The Church in 
the Modem World.” The indi 
vidual items in 
the document 
include world peace, disarma­ 
ment and birth control. 


CITES ABUSES 


The presiding officer, Gregory 
Peter Cardinal Agagianian of 
the Vatican Curia, announced 
“ Some of the more delicate! 
points will not be dis 
ssed (on 
the floor) 
because 
us could 
lead 
to 
erroneous 
interpreta-' 
tions, 
abuses 
and 
conclusion- 
making outside the council by i 
the public.” 
Cardinal Agagianian did not1 
specify what he meant by deli­ 
cate points, but it was taken for 
granted he was referring to the 
birth control question.

Ish pastors joined in celebrating 
a special Mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica 
in 
memory of Pope 
John’s election to the papacy six 
years ago Wednesday. 


START DEBATE 


After the Mass. the council i 
was to start debate on the cen­ 
tral chapter of the schema enti­ 
led “ The Church in the Modern 
World.” Discussion the past six 
days has been on the opening 
chapters. 
Much of the material in the 
general chapter urges Reman 
Catholics to fit into the world 
without losing sight of life after 
death, and to work with all men 
for earhly justice.

issues 
in

central chapter include human 
dignity, 
marriage and family 
planning, cultural values, nu­
